Thus wrote Angus Murdocli in the final paragrraph 
of his book, “Boom Copper,” which was published in 
1943. 


\Miat he said then was borne out by the disclosure 
last April by Calumet & Hecla that a copper deposit it 
haB discovered at Hills Creek near Calumet mipfht yield 
as much as 50.000,000 tons of ore. C&H stock had 
dropped to $27.25 a share. But the day the details of 
the new discovery were made public it closed at $49.7.j. 
The stock exchanjre suspended trading: on C&H shares 
for six days, and the company retained the Bechtel 
Corp. to conduct a study of the feasibility of mining the 
lode. 


The Beclitel study contained an estimate that the 
lode has 70,0(M).000.000 pounds of copper ore and that 
C&H could mine the deposit at the rate of 50,000,000 
pounds a year.

Direetors of C&H then reviewed the Bechtel stady 
and this week approved the Hills Creek project and or­ 
dered preparation of engrineering, manpower and fin- 
ancingr plans.

This is great new’s for the Copper Country and for 
the entire Upper Peninsula. It heralds a continuation of 
the boom in copper miningr that begran with development 
of the White Pine Mine. 


Copper miningr in the Upper Peninsula was on the 
akids in the early 19o0*s. Iwiter in that decade iron min- 
higr above the Straits also went into a slump brougrht on 
largfely by foreigm ore impoils and lack of competitive 
ores in the Lake Superior district. The entire miningr 
picture in the Upper Peninsula, in short, was bleak.

A breakthrougrh was made when Copper Rangre Co. 
undertook development of the White Pine Mine in On- 
tonagron County with a Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
loan. The mine w*as expanded grradually until it became 
the bigrgrest copper producer in Michigan and Copper 
Rangre became the bigrgrest employer (with about 1,900 
workers at the White Pine Mine at present). Copper 
Rangre last fall announced it had discovered its reserves 
in tfie Upper Peninsula were double the 300,000,000 tons 
oriflrinally estimated, and thingrs In the Copper Country 
were begrinningr to sugrgest the boom days described in 
Murdoch’s book. 


Meanwhile, research pointed the way to beneficlat- 
fmr low grrade iron ores on the Marquette Range and 
increcsinsr their iron content to the point where they 
were able to compete with foreigrn ores. Revisions in 
the iron ore tax system further spurred the develop­ 
ment of iron ore miningr and processing in the TJpper 
l^ninsula, and a full-scale renaissance in iron mining 
was under way in this region. 


(Development of low grade ore mining also spread 
to die Menominee Range, but the Gogebic Range thus 
far has not been shown to be capable of capitalizing on 
ore beneficiation processes.)

ATLANTA—(NEA) — Geor­ 
gia's first Republican governor 
nominee since 1874, Rep. Ho­ 
ward 
(Bo) 
Callaway, 
is 
a 
atrong front-runner today, but 
if former governor Ellis Axnall 
can win an expected Democra­ 
tic runoff victory Sept. 28 he 
may turn this race into a close 
and extremely bitter battle. 


No Georgia political observ­ 
ers think Amall oan be beaten 
in the rtinoff by his surprise 
competitor, segregationist Les­ 
ter Maddox, who gained minor 
fame by closing 
his Atlanta 
restaurant rather than 
dese­ 
gregate it. 


But sotne cautious voices 
suggest Maddox may poll a big 
vote, enhanced possibly by Re­ 
publican 
crossovers 
bent on 
embarrassing Amall and by a 
white backlash refleotinc again 
the recent racial disturbances 
in Atlanta. 


It is assumed that the back­ 
lash thrust Maddox into the 
runoff, even though ha was 
operating with very little mon^ 
ey. 


But the word is tiiait even 


some ardent anti-Amall poli­ 
ticians cannot take Maddox 
seriously. Amall could pick up 
heavy support from backers of 
both the moderate James Car­ 
ter, state legislator, and con­ 
servative James Gray, publish­ 
er. These two ran close behind 
Maddox. 


If Amall wins, he is counted 
upon to cut loose on Callaway 
W'ith a savage assault that could 
easily de.'^cend to the personal 
level. One item sure to be toss­ 
ed in—Callaway’a special trip 
back to Washington 
to vote 
against a minimum wage in­ 
crease, an event Arnall would 
set against a backdrop ol 50 
major roll calls allegedly miss­ 
ed by Callaway. 


Oilier spots considered \njl- 
nerable by the Arnail forces in­ 
clude Callaway’s inherited for­ 
tune aiKl his “liard&hip” dis­ 
charge troiii the Army. He is a 
West Point graduate who saw 
some service in Korea as an 
inlantry lieuienanl. 


Amall, of coursc, is Uie old- 
tinie reform 
Deni<K:rat 
wlio 
won tlie governship in 1942 by 
beating 
Sen. 
Herman 
Tal- 
inadge’s father. Eugene. Tai- 
madge says he will suppoi-t the 
• party nominee,” but no one 
looks for liiin to make any real 
effort foi' an Amall candidacy. 
Sen. Richard Rus.«^ll, hi.s own 
re-election a.ssured, 
probably 
will not lift a finger in the gov- 
ernorsliip race. 


Some observers find it hard 
to believe, h<j\ve\er, tiiat les.ser 
leaders in Georgia 
would not 
pitch in for Arnall. Siateliouse 
control Ls endangered for tlie 
fir.'v tune in 92 years. And Cal- 
lauay is plugging for the elo<- 
tion of flock.s of GOP nominoe.s 
to state legi.slative, county and 
other oli’icos. 


At 39, the attracts e Calla­ 
way is cutting a wide .swalii 
with appeals for lum.self an<l 
others. Traveling tije slate in a 
red, white and blue *‘B<j bu.s,” 
he ^eems to be putting togetli- 
er a potent coalition of raiial 
and economic conservatives. 


fc]iccted to Congiv.ss in Barry 
Goldwater’s Georgia sweep in 


1964, Callaway Is an unabashed 
Goldwaterite. At a recent eve­ 
ning rally in an Atlanta park, 
he appeared to be echoing 1964 
when he quoted Henry Ford as 
saying years ago: “You don’t 
cure poverty with charity. You 
cure it with work.” 


Callaway promises platform- 
style apecfics after the Demo­ 
cratic runoff. TIutMighout the 
early phase at his campaign he 
has limited hinr^lf to extolling 
individualism, states* rights and 
local government. 


The young millionaire ftrom 
Pine Mountain, owner today of 
a lush recreation layout called 
Callaway Gardens, has built an 
organizational effort of a sort 
probably never before seen in 
the Old South at the governor­ 
ship level. 


The 1964 Goldwater field 
troops provide the base, but it 
evidently has been btoadened. 
Callaway people claim 36,000 
volunteers. 
Campaign head­ 
quarters walls are alive with 
charts and maps. A oostly com­ 
puter is drawing voter profiles, 
and the nominee targets 
the 
areas wi|^ the richest vote po­ 
tential. It all has the look of 
a southem-style Kennedy oper­ 
ation. 


Callaway seems 
to fit 
the 
“we can still stop 
desegrega­ 
tion" mood of many Georgians 
and other southerners, yet he 
also has the physical cast of 
the “new breed.” 
Arnall, 
by 
contrast, is reported 
by poll- 
steis to offer the image of an 
old-style, liberal-spending lib­ 
eral. He could be outdated. 


Nevertheless, he is not likely 
to be outfought. 
Therein lies 
the prosi>ecl seen by some that 
the personable Callaway can be 
pressed hard and even over­ 
turned.
